County Probation Officer Is 
Suddenly Summoned in 
San Bernardino 


George E. Larmore, 
probation officer, 
o’clock last night following a 
heart attack. Death came sudden- 
ly.

truck broadside. The two-car

due to the crash jamming the!

car. Before the crushed and limp 
body of the man could be remov- 
‘ed, special equipment had to arrive 
from Los Angeles. The body was 
not removed for two hours after

Varied—Complete Data Filed 
As Officers’ Records 





All kinds of calls come to the 


Upland police station. Some 
are important, some are triv- 
ial, some are humorous and 


some are tragic. 

Under a new system of not- 
ing calls, everything reported 
to the police is jotted down on 


a “desk report.” The first no- 
tation today said someone re- 
ported a “crazy man going 


north on Euclid avenue, scream- 
ing and waving his arms.” 

Officer Ralph Dark was on 
the job immediately and found 
the man, a_ pedestrian, near 
Foothill boulevard. After re- 
turning to the police station, 
Dark completed the report on 
this case, with the following: 

“Just a young fellow, said 
he was just acting a damn fool. 
He was headed for L. A., so I 
told him to be on his way.” 

The officer further explained 
verbally that the man was call- 
ing to passing cars and yelling 
in general. 

Police radio reports as broad- 
cast by the Pomona station are 
recorded. 

Stray cats and dogs, pets 
heing poisoned, family disturb- 
ances and requests for informa- 
tion form a fairly large per- 
centage of the reports. 

Thefts of citrus fruits are 
recorded. Stolen automobiles 
are listed. 

In other words, under the 
new system of recording, ail 
pclice know what has been re- 


cordeqd onthe shifts previous 
to theirs. It’s a good system 
and the officers themselves 


are finding it profitable. 
The police like to get calls

“Attempts also will be made to equalize the number of 


tracks in Northern and Southern California, So far Santa 
Anita is the only licensed track in the south, and it has been 
particularly suecessful. One bill would provide that ‘at least’ 
two tracks be licensed in the south and an equal number in 
the north. 

“Producing governmental reyenue through a tax on gam- 
bling is a simple way of killing the proverbial goose. It is a 
fool’s dream of an easy way to get something for nothing. 

“Phe Santa Anita picture, viewed from a distance, is not 


as rosy as it would seem. That $15,000,000 that went through 
the betting windows was not $15,000,000 but about a million 


and a half. The state took $300,000 and the track operators 
$1,200,000, leaving nothing for the bettor, 
“The hbettor was in most cases the little fellow who couldn’t 


afford to lose. lis collective dollars left legitimate trade chan- 
nels at the expense of business. Business in the final analysis 
is the stream into which the state dips for its revenue. 

“The damage is irreparably greater and the eondition a 
great deal more unhealthy to colleet the ‘easy way’ from the 
gambler than to have his money turned into business and col- 
lected from business itself. In that manner the legitimate 
business man does not have to pay at both ends.’’

More Taxes—ligher Taxes 


The increasing gravity of the tax problem is well illustrated | 


in a recent survey made by the National Industrial Conference 
Board. 

During the past four years, according to its findings, the 
public debt has increased at a more rapid rate than at any time 
in our history, save the two war years. The debt—federal, 
state and local—is now in excess of $47,000,000,000, 

Total tax collections, on the other hand, are at a lower 
level than in 1930, in spite of the numerous new taxes created 
by government in the years since then. Most of the money 
now being spent by government does not come out of its in- 
come, but is represented by borrowings against the future. 
The Board says that the margin between tax collections and 
public e xpenditures is now about $6,000,000,000, of which 
$4,000,000,000 is reflected in rising indebtedness. 
$2.000,000,000 is made up by non-tax governmental 
such us earnings of general departments, assessments, fines, ete. 

To vive still another illustration, the cost of debt service— 
interest and retirement 
all units of government combined, amounted to 16.5 per cent 
of gross expenditures, and almost 30 per cent of total tax col- 
leetions.

‘The one who made the computa- 
tion in question is correct. But, 
before becoming jittery let us 
remind ourselves that we now 
spend per annum for cost of 
crime 13 billion dollars (Univer- 
gal Service press report on Crime 
Conference December 8, 1934);

tures four billion, four million 
dollars (Fortune magazine, De- 
cember 1934); estimated cost of 
state, county, municipal, com- 
munity chest, charitable institu- 
tions, one billion, 500 million dol- 
lars; government, state, school, 
etc., pensions, 757 million dollars 
(Senate document 124 73d Con- 
gress, second session).
